London, Apr. 15. 
The Government announced today—budget morn- 
ing—the highest level of unemployment for 
more than five years. 


Figures issued by the Ministry of Labour ses there 
were 433,000 persons registered as unemployed in 
Great Britain on the lutest check dute — March 17. 


Of these, 396, 000 were wholly unemployed and the re- 
maining 37,000 temporarily stopped from work. 


Increased By -9,000 


The ‘total of unemployed, the Ministry snid, had increased 
by 9,000 since February 17, 


Britain had not had so many unemployed since January 
1953 when the total was 452,000. 


The Ministry added that the unemployed last month 
totalled about two per cent of the estimated number 
of employees. 


In February it hud been 1.9 per cent and in: March last 
year 1.7 per cent. 


There were 186,000 persons who had been unemployed for 
more than eight weeks—47 per cent of the wholly 
unemployed total. t 


Civil Employment | 


During February, said the Ministry, the numbers in civil 
‘employment fell by 36,000 to 23,057,000, 


There were reductions in most sections of the economy, the 
largest being in cnginecring, distribution and textiles, 


Slight increases occurred on building and contracting, pro- 
fessional services, the food, drink and ‘tobacco trades 
and in local Government service.—Reuter, 


US industrial 
Production 
Hits New Low 


Washington, Apr. 14. 
Industrial production in March declined . to the 
lowest point since the .1954 ‘Yrecession, the 
Federal Reserve reported today. 


The rate of decline from February to March was slightly 
Jower than the rate from January to February, how- 
ever, 

Industrial production in March, measured by the Federal 
Reserve scasonally adjusted index, was 128 per cent 
of the 1947-49 average. This was 12 per cent below 
level of March 1957, 

The index rate in February was 130.

“The Movement for a Better 
World,” brainchild of 52-year- 
old Father Riccardo Lombardi, 
wag launched. by the Pope. in 
1983. Two yenrs Inter, its 
headquarters were moved to a 
site overlooking the Alban 
lake, almost“in the shndow of 
the Pope’s summer residence at 
Castel Gandolfo. 

Its object is to “cntholicise 
society at every level," Father 
Lombardi, who carned‘ his 
nicknnme for his eloquent 
broadcasts on the Vatican radio, 
wants to bring the church to 
the people, instead of mercly 
bringing the people to church. 


- Discord 


For the solution of interna- 
{ional discord. gripping a world 
in the wake of a world war 
and in the dawn of the atom 
age, he prescribes the remedy 
of “Christianity, socially op- 
plied.” 

Father Lombardi would like 
to see Catholics in control of 
world propaganda organisations, 
press, radio, television, aun 
firms. He would like Cathollcs 
fo run trades unions, Parlla- 
ments, business combines. He 
would like a Catholic majority 
everywhere, so that in all 
walkn of llfe there should be 
an overriding Catholic unity. 

In this way, he told’ a group 
of journallsts recently, ail 
major political problems split- 
ting the world could be re- 
solved. . 

At his “Plus XII Centre for 
a Better World" opened by the 
Pontiff himself in one of his 
rare trips outside papnl terri- 
tory, Father Lombardi holds 
courses designed to Instil the 
right mental approach to pro- 
mote this better world. . 

His £2,000,000 headquarters, 
largely paid for out of Catholic 
Action funds, has been com- 
pared to an air terminal.
